Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, and 5-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references has failed to teach Applicant's claimed Invention, "the 
circuitry comprises a first sampling transistor connected between one terminal of 
the current sampling resistor and a first said feedback line; and an address 
transistor, connected between a data input line and the gate of the drive 
transistor, the gates of the address transistor and the or each sampling transistor 
being controlled by a shared address line" in combination with other limitations of 
claim 1. 

"switching a shared data line to control sampling of a voltage on the 
terminals of the resistor in series with the EL display element to obtain a 
feedback signal representing the current flowing through the display element; 
and switching a feedback line to control the sampling of the voltage on the 
terminals of the resistor in series with the EL display element to obtain the 
feedback signal representing the current flowing through the display element" in 
combination with other limitations of claim 1 1 . 

"switching a shared data line to control sampling of a voltage on one or 
more terminals of the current sampling resistor to obtain a feedback signal 
representing the voltage drop across the current sampling resistor; switching a 
feedback line to control the sampling of the voltage on one or more terminals of

the current sampling resistor to obtain the feedback signal representing the 
voltage drop across the current sampling resistor " in combination with other 
limitations of claim 15.
